BAMFIELD MARINE STATION FIELD TRIP 


From March 2 to March 7, 1990 fourteen biology students, accompanied by Miss Karen Edwards and Mr. Glyn Wynn, experi- 
enced an extremely educational and thoroughly enjoyable trip to Bamfield Marine Station. Bamfield is located on the west coast 
of Vancouver Island at the tip of the Alberni Inlet. Bamfield Marine Station, which was formerly the western terminus for the 
Trans-Pacific telephone cable, was established in 1972 by a consortium of five Western Canadian universities: Victoria, UBC, 
Simon Fraser, Calgary and U of A (Edmonton). 

The itinerary began with a flight to Victoria where two fifteen-passenger vans were rented and crammed with students and 
luggage. After a tour of Victoria, which included the Parliament grounds, the Royal British Museum and the famous Empress 
Hotel, we headed up island to Port Alberni. Port Alberni gave the students a first-hand look at a town whose major industries 
are fish processing, lumber and pulp and paper. The pollution factors were very obvious. 

Early Saturday morning we loaded our gear onto the grand old lady of the Albernia inlet, the "M.V. Lady Rose." The Lady 
Rose has been delivering and picking up freight and mail along the inlet to Bamfield and Ucluelet for almost fifty years. This part 
of the trip proved to be extremely interesting as we sailed into small settlements at fish farms, tree farms and lumber camps. 

We arrived at Bamfield just before lunch. We quickly moved into our cedar cabins, nestled under 500 year old cedar trees, 
and rushed to lunch. We were forewarned and soon learned that Al, the Chef, ruled the dining hall with an iron hand and late- 
ness was not tolerated. 

The Bamfield experience is one that the students never tire of recounting and will remember always. From breakfast at 7:30 
a.m. to bedtime at around 11:00 p.m., they were kept so physically active and mentally stimulated that they were never bored. 
We were expertly guided during our trip to the station by Kitty, who worked under the field trip coordinator, Sally Carson. The 
students experienced a boat tour of Grappler Inlet, collection of plankton, a tour of Barkley Sound on the large boat "The M.V. 
Alta," dredging and netting, several hikes along the shores observing and collecting specimens, laboratory exercises every 
evening, fish prints, several videos, and a final-night party. 

It was tough to pack up and leave on the Tuesday; all agreed that the trip to Bamfield was one of the most positive and enjoy- 
able experiences they had been involved in. Many lasting friendships were established and many plans were solidified to pur- 
sue a career in Marine Biology. Several students are planning to return to Bamfield either on their own or on next year's trip. If 
you haven't been to Bamfield, or to the west coast of the island plan to do so and, if possible, go on the Lady Rose to Bamfield. 


A more enjoyable and exhilarating trip would be hard to imagine.
